o v er, the patient feels so go o d that

This was o nce dram atically pre­ 
sented to me in my practice in the 
case o f two children who se fam i­ 
lies liv ed next do o r to each o ther.

m atic fev er. B o th had a mild co u rse 
and in bo th cases the families were 
adv ised to keep the children in bed 
fo r the m inim al perio d o f six weeks. 
Two Cases 
One family was Impressed w ith 
the necessity o f this and carried it 
o u t faithfu lly; in fact the little bo y 
stav ed in bed, in spite o f his pro ­ 
test« , fo r abo u t three m o nths.

and w ithin six weeks there were u n­ 
mistakable ev idences o f im pairm ent 
o f the v alv es o f the heart. 
Of co u rse, this might hav e haD- 


pened ev en if precau tio ns had been 
taken du ring the entire co nv ales­ 
cent perio d, 
bu t 
th a t is no t the 
general experience and as I say, the 
two cases are a striking example

Sm ith of the Lisbon road, from her 
son, Dudley, 18. 
Dudley, a form er Kroger store 
employe here, was assigned to the 
destroyer after he joined the navy ; 
in Septem ber, 1940. H is a Lisbon , 
High school graduate. 
W ith no 
thoughts 
of warfare, 
young Sm ith told of how, one eve­ 
ning, his boat left the harbor of 
Oahu in the H aw aiian islands. The 
next stop was to be M anila. Every­ 
one, lie said, 
was 
elated 
a t the 
thought of going to th e Philippines 
and im m ediately 
began 
studying 
maps. 
Run Into Hurricane 
' The next day was one th a t won't 
be forgotten by all of us for a long 
tim e,” he wrote. 
“We ran into the 
first hurricane th a t most of had 
ever seen. It started one night and 
continued until the next evening 
The wind blew 80 miles an hour and 
the rain came 
in 
torrents. 
The 
U sability was very low. 
O ur ship 
pitched and rolled and groaned with 
the strain. 
Waves came over 
the 
bow 20 feet above the deck, and. a t 
times, the bow was completely sub­ 
merged. 
“The beauty of m any of the 7,000 
islands in the 
Philippine 
group, 
m any of which we passed, can not 
be put on paper,” Dudley continued. 
"Now we w’ere in the South China 
sea and 
m ade 
preparations for 
entering the port of M anila th at 
evening. O ur first view of M anila 
was of its 
beautiful 
w aterfront. 
W hen the liberty bell rang after we 
had docked, everyone m ade for the 
gangplank and got taxis to go up 
town. The rig h t-h an d drive cabs are 
cheap transportation as our 
dollar 
is worth two of 
theirs 
in their 
money. Two pesos is one American 
dollar, or gold, as they call it. 
“We visited San M iguel’s cabaret, 
wh’ch is one of the largest in the 
world, out in the Santa Anna dis­ 
trict In most of the night clubs on 
the outskirts of the city was the 
sign, 
“Leave 
your 
firearm s 
or 
weapons as you enter.’ 
Drink “Geneva Gin" 
The native drink is Geneva gin 
Which is very cheap and m anufac­ 
tured from the m eat of the coconut. 


It is cheaper than gasoline and sev­ 
eral of the cabs burn it instead of 
“gas,” or petrol as the natives call 
it. 
"On the street, customers had to 
kick the pigs out of the way to get 
up to the stores which resemble 
teller's cages in a 
bank. 
In 
the 
homes, mostly built up on stilts, 
mosquito netting was m uch in evi­ 
dence around the fceds so th a t the 
occupants could sleep a t night. 
The Filipinos 
are 
a happy-go- 
lucky lot and think th at the Ameri­ 
cans are very rich and take every 
opportunity to try to obtain some 
of th at w ealth by 
selling 
trinkets 
and various wares, the sailor ex­ 
plained. 
"A week later, we arrived a t the 
port of Iloilo in th e island of Panay 
where the natives 
seldom 
see 
a 
white m an. We were closer to the 
equator and it was getting hotter 
quite noticeably. 
“Two days later we visited Zam ­ 
boanga in the island of M indanao. 
Here the natives sw arm ed around 
our m an-of-w ar and dived into the 
sea repeatedly for pennies. Young 
m others and grandm others, alike, 
would join the men in swimming 
under the w ater and they weren’t 
to be fooled by buttons. 
Tel! Story of Headhunters 
"The natives of M indanao tpld of 


large bands of savage headhunters 
who come down out of the moun- j 
tains every so often, and, armed j 
with large bolo knives, capture wo­ 
men and children and take them 
back after killing the men. 
They ! 
never see the women and children 
again.

only protection they ; 
have against the 
bands 
are the 
police and a sm all army. 
"A few natives," Sm ith relateu i 
“chew a drug called beetle nut. The 
drug acts upon them som ewhat like
